2 and 5 of the curren t 
application and as discussed at page 5, line 8 and at page 6, lines 14-15. Examiner 
Kim stated that claim 1 should be amended as shown below. Examiner Kim stated 
that he would pull the case back from appeal, make an Examiner's Amendment, and 
allow the case if the suggested claim amendment was agreed upon by Applicant's 
attorney.

Proposed amendments: 

1. (Proposed Amendment) A method of making a sensor to measure an analyte in a 
solution, the method comprising: 
providing a substrate; 

printing conductive ink on the substrate to form a plurality of electrode regions; 
depositing an electrical insulation to cover only one of the electrode regions; 
sonically ablating the electrical insulation to form an array of pores through the 
electrical insulation to the conductive ink in the one electrode region; and 

depositing metal into the pores to form an array of electrodes in the one electrode 

region.
